tion that the Christian side of the work 
might be less otentatiously pushed, if that 
were possible, has received a considerable 
amount of support, 60 there’s a picture for 
those who can'read it. ‘The Y.M.C.A. and 
and its Institute should really be a boon to 
the young men of the city. ‘Tt should be the 
rendezvous of all people who are young men, 
There isa distinct want in this direction, for 
there is no place in Hongkong at present 
where young men drawing medium salaries 
can attend with the certainty of meeting thelr 
friends, ‘The Y.M.C.A. should be in a posi- 
(ion to fill that vacuum,,and but for one or 
two dominant spirits it probably would meet 
tho requirements indicated. At present can- 
didates for admission have to submit their 
names to a cabal of three, whose doings are 
‘locked in obscurity, whose jirdgments are 
final, and whose knowledge of the city ia n//. 
At meetings of the members such as that 
held the ather evening it is distinctly under- 
stood, nay, itis impressed upon the mem- 
bers, that the proceedings shall be conslder- 
ed secret, held behind locked doors, as if the 
Y.M.C.A, was @ port of modern Inquisition. 
‘Theo the directors or those In charge vagucly 
wonder why the ¥. M,C. A. is not poputar, 
‘Phere are a few leading spirits in the Associa- 
tion, and it is due to their independence 
and -plald speaking that the resolution—

cause they led loose and dissolute lives:or 
had failed to. keep'the eleventh command- 
ment, but because they am not'up to the 
standard of the young gentlemen who sway 
the destinies of this most exclusive organisa. 
tion, We shall not add “and rive persa,” 
lest we be ruisunderstood. The fact is that 
if the ¥. M. C. A. in Hongkong is to prosper 
and fill the niche in the community which 
it fills in other places, it ‘must abandon all 
party-stiobbishiness .and come down to the 
level of everyday life. Everybody admits 
that the YM. C. A. is an excellent in+ 
stitution; it ‘is: a practical outcome of 
‘the better instincts of mankind. If it were 
a club ara doteric the case would be 
different. But it does not pretend to 
be that; it simply arrogates to itself the 
functions of a club, at charges, which. are 
quite equal to those of many of the best 
clubs in the East, Whether soldiers and 
‘sailors are or are not admitted to member 
ship in the Association, and that is now a 
question for the high contracting partics in 
the Association, it is evident that strong mea- 
sures will have to be adopted in the very 
near future ifn collapse is,to Ye avoided. 
The portals of the Association must be 
widened ; there must be a broader outloak by 
those at the head of affairs. Tt was sug 


‘gested that the European: branch of the 


Association showld devote the profit of the 
Bank Holiday trip to giving an “At: home” 
to the Chinese branch. Such an idea was 
too revolutionary to be entertained for a 
nioment, and it was quickly demolished, It 
is that spirit of conservatism which should be 
exorcised. It the directors, managers and 
a proportion of the members will only look 
at the.position in a broad-minded way the 
prospects of the Association would be magni- 
ficent, Instead of dragging on a hand to 
mouth existence, like a shabby-genteel family 
interned in''a palace, the coffers of the 
Association would be filled to overflowing, 
the. aims and objects of the Association 
would be advanced in every respect, and all 
the bickerings and futile discussions which 
have occurred of late would be relegated to 
the limbo of the past. :

A’ MAGNETIC SURVEY 
UN PACIFIC WATERS, 


A magneticsurvey of tha North Pacific ocean 
was recently inaugurated by the Department of 
loterpational Research in Terrestrial Magne- 
tinm OF the Carnegic nstitutiob of Washington, 
Awooden safffig vessel, the brig Galilee, bos 
been fully adapted for the pusposes of the 
expedition at San Francisco and il was ex- 


-pecied that she would sail about the middle of 


last month on her first season’s work, 

The object of tho expedition is to secure 
precisa data of the distribution of the magnetic 
forces over the Pacific ocean, Except for data 
from occawional expeditions and such as were 
acquired in wooden vessels a long time ago, 


the present magnetic charts used by the nav- | 


igator over this region depend fargely upon the 
obtervations on islands and atong the coasts. 
Such land obtervations, however, aro rarely 
tepresentative of the true values becaute of 
prevalent local disturbances, Jt is, therefore, 
impossible to muke any statements as to the 
correctness of the present charts, 

An initial allotment of $20,900 (gold) has been 
made to, cover the expenses for the current 
year, 2t is estimated that work can be accom- 
plished in three years, ‘Ibo firat cruise will be 
{from San Francisco to San Diego, Honolulu 
and back to San Francisco. It Is then pro- 
posed to make a circult from the west coast of 
America, to the Galapagos islands, thence 


r across the Pacific to the Philippines and Japan, 


returning by way of the Australian {slands, 
closing tho circult at San Franchsco, and thence 
continuing through @ series of areas bounded 
by parallels of latitude and méridinna of longi- 
tude each five degrees a lying next on the 
mid-ocean sido of the circuit lait made, and 
proceeding gradually and by.stccestive circuits 
into the central region of the North Pacific. 
‘Tho total tength of the course marked cut is 
about 70,000 knots. From inquiries made it 


4+ would appear that the entire work of observa- 


tion and. reduction can be accomplished In 
three years. The cost per month of the field 
work, inclusive of all expenses and services, 
will approximate $1,500. Counting eight monthe 
of céntinucus service per annum, the total 
annual outlay je estimated at about $12,000, 

“The director of the work is Dr. L. A, Bauer, 
who Is likewise in charge of the magnetic work 
of the United States Coast and Geodetle Sur- 
vey.
